railroad crossing on the 3 C's 
highway at Era near Mt. 
Sterling. The agreement ar- 
rived at by Director of High- 
ways, Robert N.Waid, officials 
of 
Pickaway and Madison 


counties 
and the Baltimore 


and Ohio railroad provides for 
a relocation of the road, elimi- 
nation of sharp curves and 
getting away from the many 
traffic hazards, according to 
the Central Division of The 
Ohio Good Roads Federation 
which has been cooperating 
with the Ohio Department of 
Highways in correcting the 
Era condition. The plan selec- 
ted corrects all of the bad 
points of the present crossing 
and location and will cost ap- 
proximately $80,000 less than 
to have eliminated the cross- 
ing at it's present location. It 
is expected thaf' tbJ^ project 
will be offered for sale about 
the middle of November. 


A thorough study of all an- 


gles of the problem was made 
by Harry D. .Metcalf, division 
engineer of the department of 
highways, and various lines 
were run crossing the railway 
at different points and calcula- 
tions were made as to the cost 
of various proposed locations 
One project considered was a 
separation of grades about 
1500 feet west of the present 
crossing. This plan would have 
meant a poorer alignment at 
greater cost, so was discarded. 
Another solution considered 
was a separation of grades at

south of the 


crossing as well as the rail- 
road tracks and bridge and 
would have cost, a great deal 
more than the plan finally se- 
lected.
